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Tanks Battle Fiercely Along Suez

hgyptian and Israeli tanks clashed in a crucial 
desert battle along the Suez Canal on Wednesday as 
Syrian artillery barrages crashed down on Israelis 
stalled on the road to Damascus, 
The Israeli state radio’s top commentator, 
former army intelligence chief Maj Gen. Haim 
Herzog, call^ the Suez battle “ the biggest armored 
clash in our military history." 
The Egyptian command reported “ fierce 
battles" along the central and southern Sinai front 
and claimed Israeli forces suffered “heavy losses in 
tanks and armored cars " 
The Israeli military command said “ large-scale 


armored battles” raged in the central area along 
the canal and claimed its forces destroyed 60 Egyp­ 
tian tanks and shot down four Egyptian planes But 
the Israelis declined to say how close to the 103- 
mile-long canal the fighting was taking place 


The Israelis said a task force that crossed into 
h^ ypt proper from the eastern bank of the canal 
Tuesday “continues to operate." 
“It had encountered rear command posts." said 
a militry spokesman. “ It has tried to destroy them 
and has succeeded." 
President Nixon met at the White House with 
four Arab foreign ministers dispatched to 


Washington from U N duty to discuss American 
military aid to Israel 
Nixon acknowledged afterward that the four - 
from Kuwait, Saudi Arabia. Morocco and Algeria 
— had “differences" with American policy in the 
Middle East. But he expressed confidence "a fair 
and just and peaceful settlement" can end the war. 
now 12 days old. 
King Hussein of Jordan said the future of the 
Middle East will be shaped by the outcome of the 
conflict, the fourth major Arab-Israeli war since 
the birth of Israel in 194R 
"We may still be very far from peace

Magazine Sellers Prompt Complaints 


Kuwait (UPD — Eleven .Arab oil-producing 
nations announced Wednesday they will reduce oil 
production by five per cent every month until 
Israel withdraws from occupied Arab territories 
and the rights of Palestinians are restored

Eleven young people selling 
magazines door-to-door in Lin­ 
coln have prompted a flood of 
complaints, according to the 
Better Business Bureau (BBBl. 
the city clerk’s office and the 
police dept. 
Representing the National 
Brokerage Services. 
Inc., 
headquartered in Terre Haute, 
Ind.. eight men and three 
vwimen have alarmed more than 
a few Lincolnites with what all 
three agencies describí' as high 
pressure selling tactic's and per­ 
sistence. 
Two of the men were arrested 
last wc'ek on trespassing charges 
tor refusing to leave an apart- 
ni'nt complex when asked, and 
a third was arrested for entering 
a rt*sidence uninvited Each of 
the three was fined $10 after the 


the 


three pleaded guilty in 
Municipal Court. 
Lois Tefft. manager of 
BBB. said that the sales com­ 
pany does not meet with the 
BBB .'4andards of practice, nor 
is It a member of the Magazine, 
lAihlishers .Association, which 
has a code of ethics its mernber- 
companies follow 
She also said that the sales 
crew did not register with her of­ 
fice which is the usual practice 
for out-of-town salesmen 


Miss Tefft went on to say that 
the same company sent a sales 
group to Lincoln last May and 
the BBB has been swamped with 
complaints by subscribers about 
delays in deliveries in some 
cases and about no deliveries at 
all in others. 


The Terre Haute office 
“ doesn't cooperate" in the 


BBB’s efforts to straighten out 
the orders, reports Miss Tefft. 
“ They ignore our cor­ 
respondence completely." she 
explained. 


L'rom the complaints she has 
received. .Miss Tefft said that the 
young people start out with a 
lengthy sales pitch that can't be 
identified with magazine sales. 
Friendly and outgoing while 
giving their pitch, the 18-to-24 
year old salesmen become 
hostile and belligerent when 
rebuffed by a potential 
customer, 
complainants 
reported 


.Several persons who called 
said they consented to subscrip­ 
tions simply to get the salesmen 
out ot there houses. 


Sirica Dismisses 
Committee's Suit 


Washington (APi —A federal 
judge rule Wednesday that the 
Senate Watergate committee has 
no authority to sue President 
Nixon in an effort to obtain 
White House tapes of presiden­ 
tial conversations. 
U.S. District Court Judge John 
.1 Sirica's dismissal of the com­ 
mittee's civil suit marked the 
first legal victory for the Presi­ 
dent in his battle to withhold the 
Uipes from the committee and 
spellai Watergate prosecutor. 


Two court decisions have af­ 
firmed the special prosec'utor’s 
argument that the President 
must give the tapes to a federal 
grand jury investigating the 
scandal. 
A committee spokesman said 
the decision would probably be 
appealed. 
Meanwhile, three corporations 
which admitted making illegal 
contributions to President 
Nixon’s re-election campaign 
pleaded guilty to misdemeanor 
violations of federal law. 
In a brief order, Sirica said the 
court lacked jurisdiction in the 
tapes suit, an argument made by 
the White House in its opposi­ 
tion to the committee’s civil ac­ 
tion. 
“ No jurisdictional statute 
known to the court, including 
the four which plaintiffs name, 
warrants an assumption of 
jurisdiction, and the court is 
therefore left with no alternative

— always ask to see identifica­ 
tion 
— don't bt' high-pressured into 
making a decision immediately. 
— compare the price of the ar­ 
ticle with the same thing sold 
other places. 
— read the contract carefully 
and never sign a contract you 
don't fully understand. 
— Pay by check and make the 
check out to the company and 
not the salesman

Construction of an office park and shopping center 
appeared to be the major stumbling blocks to the smooth 
passage of a plan to develop some 1,100 acres in Northwest 
Lincoln. 


City-County Planning commissioners Wednesday eyed 
Omaha developer Gene Wilczewski’s plan to anchor the 
northwest fringe of the city with a multi-million dollar 
residential-commercial-industrial community. 


Krivosha disputed commissioners' fears on that point, 
contending. "Somebody’s got to put up the dough for it and it 
has to be justified first” 
Speaking to Brogden’s recommended removal of the of­ 
fice park, he agreed that “the notion about the central 
business district has been that the offices should be there” 
But, he said, it is almost impossible for developers to 
acquire land in downtown Lincoln due to the diversity of 
ownership 


Planning Director Doug Brogden is recommending con­ 
ditional approval of the plan and the elimination of a 27-acre 
office park and the scaling down of a shopping center from 50 
to 25 acres 
Speaking for Wilc'^ ewski. Lincoln attorney Norm 
Krivosha described the plan as “ one of the most exciting 
things to happen to this city in terms of sought after 
development." 
Lobbying to retain the 50-acre shopping area, Krivosha 
said, “We’re not just pouring concrete and building 
buildings." He explained the plan would add the niceities of 
open spaces, greenery and trees. 


If the Uity of Lincoln, with its condemnation powers, has 
tried for two years to put together property for the City Ser­ 
vices Building and can’t, he asked how the city could expect 
a private developer to succeed. 


League of Women Voters spokesman Barbara Hender­ 
son urged the commission to maintain a strong downtown 
core, underscoring the League’s opposition to the office 
park. She also said the organization feels that the 50-acre 
shopping “exceeds the need of 4,000 households.” 


“If it’s going to be grass anyway," Commission Chair­ 
man Goerge Williamson interjected, why not zone the open 
space area under lower A-2 Single Family zoning? 
Said Krivosha, “ We don’t know what it’s (the shopping 
center) going to look like." 
He rejected several suggestions from commissioners on 
compromising at 25 acres of G Local business zoning and 25 
acres for open space. 
The plan “ might be 28 acres. It might be 23 acres," 
Krivosha stated. 


William Thierstein, president of the East Lincoln 
Business and Professional Association, gave that group’s 
general endorsement of the plan, but questioned the need for 
construction of additional offices. 


Theirstein also urged construction of the 18-hole golf 
course in Mahoney Park in northeast Lincoln before em­ 
barking on the golf course proposed in Wilczewski’s develop­ 
ment. 


W illiamson explained he was concerned that the 50-acres 
of business could mushroom into another regional shopping 
center complex, similar to Gateway. 


In response to a presentation by Airport Authority at­ 
torney Chauncey Barney, Krivosha agreed to provide 
necessary noise easements on the property 
Barney voiced concern that residential development 
could lead to a number of law suits filed against the authority 
claiming damages due to noise. 
“We are not a good quiet neighbor," Barney staled, 
“and we never will be.”

In the p lannt^ develop ment of a large, new residential 
eommumty in northwest Lincoln, it is p rop osed that the city 
p rovide the golf course A golf course is included in an effort 
to hi’lp break the p sy chological reluctance of citizens to buy 
a home in that p art of Lincoln 
This is not the first time that p rivate develop ers have 
sought city assistance in such matters and it will not be the 
last It will bt' up to F’ark and Recreation Dep artment of­ 
ficials the dep artm ent's advisory board and other city of­ 
ficials to determine the validity of this latest p rop osal. 


Genera lly spea king , the depa rtment ha s shied a wa y 
Irnm a n\ a nd a ll a sso cia tio n with priv a te dev elo pments. The 
la test ex a mple o f this is the new priv a te tennis club fa cilities 
no w o pera ting in Linco ln. 


The tennis facilities were intended as a p rivate club 
op er.ition with very limited p ublic p lay and that was the 
-tumbling bl(Mk for the city For the city to p ut tax funds 
into a p roject, that p roject must be of benefit and available 
to all citizens on an equal basis. 
No p rivate club arrangement meets that criterion and it 
IS hop ed the city sticks to thaf p olicy The golf course 
p rop osal looks a little different and could be worthy of 
earnt'st consideration. A p rime consideration would be the 
use ot the facilities It the course were op t*n to all p eop le for 
th(> same tee. then there would be no objection on this 
grounds to city p articip ation 
Bey o nd tha t a re a number o f o ther co nsidera tio ns. Fo r 
o ne thing , the city wo uld need to decide whether o r no t it 
telt it ha d the mo ney to inv est in either the (‘o nstructio n o r 
o pera tio n a nd ma intena nce o t the co urse. Judg ing fro m pa st 
ditficultv in o bta ining ta x mo ney to r g o lf, we wo uld co nclude 
tha t this item wo uld ha v e a lo w prio rity with the city co uncil. 


Further, there is the question of where this northwest 
Lincoln p roject fits into the m atter of p riorities Ahead of it. 
in our book, is the p rop osed northeast Lincoln golf course on 
the former I'niversity of Nebraska agronomy farm. 
It Lincoln now p ut the new northwest p rop osal ahead of 
the Mahoney Park p roject northeast, we would anticip ate a 
rather loud howl from the Havelock area, and justifiably so. 
We have our doubts as to when the northea.st course will 
ever btnorne reality and it has bc‘en p lanned for a good many 
y t^ars. 
Additio na lly , the pro ject no rthwest is still in the 
specula tiv e sta g e. It is do ubtful tha t the interests o f the city 
a nd the needs o f the dev elo per co uld ev er be sufficiently co ­ 
o rdina ted to bring the two into pa rtnership. 
Presumably , the develop er would like to have a commit­ 
ment from the city on construction and or op eration of the 
course before the p roject was started. 


This would p ut the city into the business of develop men­ 
tal sp eculation, also, and it has no right to be there .At best, 
the city should not commit itself until there is a firm demand 
in the area for a golf course 
Nor does the deal offered by the develop ers ap p ear to be 
an esp ecially ap p ealing one. They offer the city the land in­ 
volved at cost This may be a good deal but it would be 
better if tlie land were offered tor free. 
It the g o lf co urse is a s impo rta nt to the pro ject a s the 
dev elo pers cla im, then the free la nd o ffer wo uld no t be o ut 
o f line. Any such pro g ra m a s this is entitled to ca reful study 
by the city hut ev erv "i” must be do tted a nd ev ery "t” 
t ro ssed befo re a ny kind o f co mmitment is ma de. 
City tax dollars and p rivate cap ital are two distinctly 
sep arate things.

p rize winners "had iK’ted in accord with Alfred 
Nobel's idea . . . that conflicts should be solved 
through negotiations and not bv war " 
Others believe that Kissinger and Tho are not 
deserving 
F’entagon Pap ers co-defendant Anthony Russo 
said in I.mcoln Tuesday that the award to Kissinger 
was a "real travesty ." because Kissinger had con- 
tribuKKi more than any one else, in his op inion, to 
"war and geniK'ide," and has help ed to create "a 
new sy stem of balance of p ower" that "really in­ 
volves much too much coercion and military 
force " 
Fric Sevareid of CBS say s the 1973 award 
amounts to a tired world giving high p raise for 
small favors The two laureates were only agents 
for their resp ective governments. Sevareid com­ 
mented Tho for North Vietnam, which for 25 y ears 
p t*rp etratt*d war on Indochina and came to terms 
only bwause it was p hy sically ex hausted, and 
Kissinger for the United States, which had 
p rolonged the war four y ears after a p resident had

"cake," is p rized as an organic

Kissinger's Nobel Prize 


NFW YORK — You will get a 
lot of arguments and even some 
sneers against a Nobel p eace 
p rize for Henry Kissinger, but in 
this corner it is an honor earned 
under very d iffic u lt c ir ­ 
cumstances. 
The arguments against him 
are that he didn’t end the Viet­ 
nam war, but allowed himself to 
be used to p rolong it; that he 
tolerated the Christmas bombing 
ot Vietnam last y ear when he 
was p rivately op p osed to it. and 
that he allowed himself again to 
be used by the F’resident in the 
w ire ta p p in g of his own 
colleagues on the National 
St'curity Council 
There is .something to these 
arguments, but not much It is 
doubtful that the telep hones of 
his colleagues would have been 
tap p ed if he had op p osed it and 
btH'n willing to resign rather 
than tolerate it That is a strong 
p oint against him 
But it is 
p robably w rong and even 
ridiculous to sup p ose that he 
could have shortened the war by 
(k'fy ing the President’s p olicies, 
resigning and taking his op p osi­ 
tion to the country . President 
Nixon was riding too high at that 
time 


whose resp ect and friendship he 
valued very highly . He was the 
object ot susp icion and envy .by 
Haldeman and t>hrlichman, 
among others, on ‘‘the other side 
ot the White House,” and tar 
trom being on close p ersonal 
relations with the President, he 
was not even sure that his own 
telep hones were not being 
tap p ed by tbe (’resident’s otber 
aides. 


relationship ot resp ect and even 
admiration with Le Due Tho ot 
North Vietnam and Chou Fn-I.ai 
ot the Peop le’s Rep ublic ot 
China, and while he never con­ 
tused 
p ersonal 
relationship s 
with national interests, no doubt 
he te lt th a t th e s e p a s t 
associations might be usetul, and 
(’resident Nix on obviously 
agreed when he made Kissinger 
secretary ot state. 


There is little doubt that 
Kissinger was temp ted to op p ose 
the President and get out over 
the p ast coup le of y ears. He was 
severely criticized by many of 
his former academic colleagues 
at Harvard and elsew here, 


Also, he had vowed to get out 
after two y ears in the White 
House, believing that nobody 
could give objective advice to 
the President after so long a 
time, and by the end of the first 
NTxon term , he was being 
offered more than a million 
dollars to write the story of his 
White Hou.se exp erience. 
☆ ☆ 
Nevertheless, he stay ed on the 
job, and nobody can be sure of 
his motives. Love of p eace and 
p ower’’ Not wanting to leave the 
President, who had brought him 
to the p innacle of w orld 
dip lomacy , when the administra­ 
tion was in trouble? Resp ect for 
the P resident’s p olicies of 
detente with China and the 
Soviet Union’’ Probably some or 
all these influenced Kissinger, 
p lus the fact that, at 5 0, he was 
too y oung to retreat from the 
sp otlight, and too old to find 
any thing else so ex citing or 
rewarding

Something has to be said here 
for the President about all this. 
Nixon chose Ki.ssinger as his 
foreign p olicy adviser on the ad­ 
vice of (iov. Nelson R(K-kefeller 
of New York, without really 
knowing Kissinger. It was the 
President who made the op ening 
to China through President De 
Gaulle of France, not Kissinger. 
And it was the President who set 
the timetable for withdrawal 
from Vietnam, not Kissinger. 
Kissinger has been a skillful 
negotiator and an articulate 
sp okesman of highly controver­ 
sial Vietnam p olicy and it is 
ironical that he .should get the 
Nobel p eace p rize just when his 
negotiations for detente with the 
Soviet Union and China seem to 
be in doubt, if not in trouble 
But the awarding of p rizes is

He even maintained what 
p eace there was in Washington 
in the last y ear between the 
White House and the Congress, 
fietwetm the White House and 
the French on the devaluation of 
the dollar and between the 
W hite H ouse and the ad ­ 
m inistration's critics in the 
p ress 
At least he kep t the lines of 
communication op en for the ad­ 
ministration to the universities, 
to the major embassies and to 
the administration’s adversaries, 
and he has tried to revive a 
dialogue with the Europ eans on 
the future of .Atlantic relations. 
Again ironically , he was 
tap p ed for the Nobel p rize just 
when the Furop eans were begin­ 
ning to say he had lately become 
a little p eremp tory if not a little 
arrogant in his recent dealings 
with them, but even they are still 
the first to say that he has the 
mind and the energy to deal with 
them in both historic and con­ 
temp orary terms. 
Krssinger, desp ite his p ride 
and ambition, would p robably 
have p referred to avoid such an 
honor at this time. He is getting 
almost too many honors p recise­ 
ly w'hen so m any of his 
colleagues, including the Presi­ 
dent. are getting so much 
criticism. But he will p robably 
contrive to be suitably modest. 
All he needs now is a wife to 
keep him in line

“The figures of .lesus, the 
worship they inspired, and the 
moral basis they authorized have 
lost applicability in ordinary 
human lives” 
There y ou have it The assess­ 
ment of Things As They Are as 
presented in Malachi Martin's 
new hcmk, “Jesus Now" (E P. 
Dutton & Co.). 
Malachi Martin — for the 
benefit of the faithful who are 
about to quit reading — is a 
churchman from the word go. A 
former Jesuit professor at the 
Pontifical Biblical Institute in 
Rome, he has studied at Lou­ 
vain. Ox ford and the Hebrew 
University . 
Nev ertheless, in his latest 
v olume, the (’hristian Church 
fares rather badly But then, so 
does just about every other in­ 
stitution which has. m the pa.st 
2,1)00 y ears, attempteil to define 
dt'scribi' or otherwi.se dissect the 
figure of Jesus of Nazareth 
\V hat he say s is not easily sum­ 
marized He takes over 300 pages 
to com plete his som etim es 
meandering discourse Rut for 
the benefit of those who have 
neither the time nor the will to 
plough through the ex cess v er­ 
biage supplied hy Martin, the 
thrust of his book — which will 
probably prove quite saleable on 
the basis of the title alone — 
should be congealed into a few- 
main points 
Looking dowTi the corridor of 
two millennia of history at the 
shadowy figure of Jesus. Martin 
first say s; 


“ .As a multipurpose figure, 
•lesus became all things to all 
m en: 
for w hite W estern 
believ ers, a sy mbol of their 
superiority and a justifieation of 
their ex cesses; for Jews, a 
repellent figure replete with 
Christian hate; for Muslims, a 
supreme prophet, born of a 
s ir g in , 
se c ond 
only 
to 
Mohammed: tor Africans and 


Asians, a sy mbol of Western 
colonialism and power.” 


As proof of this statement, he 
then offers his reader a pantheon 
of historical Jesus figures’ — all 
different, all developed on the 
basis of human ex pediency , and, 
according to Martin, all false im­ 
ages. 
There is Jesus Caesar who 
appears in the guise of power — 
“ Each and ev ery clergy man who 
is committed to power (political, 
financial, sociological, cultural) 
in the work of Ji*sus, is serving 
Jesus Caesar." 
Jc’sus Doctor, who surfaces in 
the "formularies, contracts, ver- 
bal 
a g r e e m e n ts , 
jo in t 
statements, and paper bt'liefs 
churncHl out by the Churches” 
(In one of his most powerful 
stati'ioents. Martin say s of this: 
‘‘The ludicrousness lies in the ef­ 
forts of mem who in deriding 
words and formularies can find 
their bc'st efforts only in the 
placing of another lay c‘r of for- 
nwl.iries. all dressed up to the 
age. on all the old, ossified 
lay ers In the end. just another 
addition to the heap” ) 
And the li.st goes on: Jesus 
Monk, viesus Jc’w. Jesus Muslim. 
Jesus Protestant. Jesus For The 
E m otiona l 
M an 
( J e s us 
J e hov a h’s W itness, Je sus 
Pentwostali.st), Jesus For the 
R e a s o n a ble M an ( J e s us 
(ioedtellow, Jesus One-Of-The 
B ey s), and Je sus S ocial 
LiN'rationist fJesus Black, Jesus 
Eemina, .lesuschristsuperstar). 
“ Jesus, in other words, is 
fashioned into whatever suits the 
behavior, including the caprices, 
of any man and any woman” 
Atfer all this is .said and done, 
Martin then turns to an ex amina­ 
tion of the “historicar' view of 
Jt^us 
As far as the Factual Jesus is 
concerned, we apparently don't 
have much to go on 
BasLHi on the studv of reliable

sources (Jewish and Roman 
records, for ex ample, but not 
the New Testament which is 
dt*scribed by Martin as “at best, 
a second-hand, sometimes a 
third-hand, report of what peo­ 
ple of the time thought had 
hiippened "), Martin admits that 
little hard historical data is 
available; Only when Jesus was 
born (“probably 7 B.C.*’); his 
m other's nam e; ‘‘that he 
preached and was said to work 
mracles; that he was hated hy 
the vlewlsh establishment; that 
he claimed identity with God” 
(whatever that means), that he 
was crucified (“probably in 32 
A D ); and “that his tomb was 
empty shoftly after his death." 
Continuing his historical sur­ 
vey , he ex amlnt's the Messianic 
Jesus (pigeonholed somewhere 
between .36 A D. and 110 A D.); 
the Dogmatic Jesus (ie.. what 
C hristians m ade of Je sus 
between 150 A D and 16 00); the 
S cientists' 
Jesus (ev olv ed 
betwwn 16 00 and today ); and 
the Kantastik Jesus (created by 
thost> who like their my ths and 
fantasies) 
Ultimately , as Mirtln sees it. 
the problem with all of the con­ 
figurations is that none of them 
work any more 
Modern Man. 
bt'ing of a logical and factual 
bent cannot relate to a figure 
about whom so little can he 
proven empirically 


Re can no longer rely on in- 
.stitutionalized faith In fact he is 
afraid of it ( and with probable 
good reason. Martin states, 
when y ou think of what the faith 
of the early Christian Church did 
to the accomplishments of An- 
(ient (ireece and Rome). 


Intuition has gone down the 
dram, and the result is the 
"castration of the inner self” 


But — wouldn't y ou know iC* 
— Martin has a solution 
It 
residtN in the acceptance of what 
he terms the "Jt*ius Self” 


H i s own perception is. at bt'st, 
a nebulous one — anil his defini­ 
tion IS equally shadowy "The 
•lesus Selt is the identity , the 
singular quality which con­ 
stitutes the individual oneness of 
each man or woman " 


It IS something that can t bt* 
known factually , but rather only 
by a "knowing of the spirit " It is 
outside time and space, but it is 
capable of interacting with 
them 
Most importantly , all men and 


women carry with them this 
spiritual potential which was 
"made possible only by Jesus of 
Naziireth” 
How can this potential be 
realized” By believing in Jesus 
as the Son of God” By going to 
church” Tithing” Say ing y our 
pray ers” Making up y our own 
rules” 
Well, that's not really clear 
Just shut up and a c c e pt 
whatever it is. 
"It is not dcbiitahle . . ." 
H a v e n 't 
w e 
he a rd 
th is 
somewhere N'fore” 
"Humanly , we have neither 
words nor concepts to ex press all 
this” Would that Martin had 
taken his own advice' 
It appears that Martin has 
fallen into the same error he has 
spent 300 or so pjiges decry ing 
Hi> has created a Jesus for the 
Mix lern Man — or at least trii*d 
to .lust like the clerics created a 
.lesus for the Medieval Man. .ind 
the .seienfists a .11*508 for the 
hiilightenment Man 
He has re-worked and re­ 
assessed. he has felled the 
traditional 
images and in­ 
stitutions — all in an effort to 
make his reader think that he's 
come up with something new 
and different 
While laboring through the 
tedious and ex cess word.ige 
supplux l by Martin, through the 
endless » lists of met.iphorical 
compiirisons, y ou get the feeling 
that .something is very wrong 
with Martin's fx Mik 
He's made his philosophy so 
obtuse (or may be we should say 
that he too has failed to ex prc*ss 
the unex pressable), he's hidden 
it .so well admidst flowery , 
cutt*sy phrases, that it's difficult 
to put y our finger on the malady 


Perhaps its that he’s merely 
dressed up old arguments, and m 
so doing has perfX'tuated nit» re 
questions than he's answered 


Why try to define the un- 
(k'fin.ible 
esp<*cailh when y ou 
subsEMjuently shut oft all debate 
on the m.itter” 


Why 1m* s o arrogant as to put 
y our spiritual perceptionN 
forward as a p.inacea for all 
mankind*’ 
Why try to ex plain the 
spiritual, the non-quaniifiable 
only as it relates to one historical 
figure who lived out a lite 
divine or otherwise, dept'nding 
on y our detmition 
on this 
earth

T here’s a brilliant new con­ 
cept in geriatrics which may con­ 
ceivably affect human longevity. 
T his new concept says that 
length of life is somehow related 
to how long an individual 
expects to live. 
T his theory wonders if 
perhaps a majority of people fail 
to survive beyond their 70s or ^ 
simply because they’ve been 
geared all their lives into 
thinking this was all they could 
expect. T heir thinking may have 
been influenced by the much 
quoted "three score and ten’’ 
cited in the Bible as man's life 
span. 
Our thinking may also be 
dominated by observing our

parents, grandparents, and other 
elders in our communities. 
Because these people lived only 
into their 7th or 8th decades, we 
have conditioned ourselves to 
consider these decades the out­ 
ermost limits of our life spans. 
As a consequence, we un­ 
consciously program our bodies 
to live that long — and no 
longer. 
Some basis for this theory can 
be found in facts concerning the 
four minute mile. For literally 
centuries, the sports world had 
accepted as dogma that it was a 
human impossibility for a 
human to run a mile in four 
minutes or less. Of the 
thousands who had tried, one of 
the best efforts was by Finland’s 
Paavo Nurmi who held the 
world record for running the 


in 1923. As a consequence track 
starts became conditioned and 
programmed to believe that the 
four minute mile was impossi­ 
ble. 
But then in 1954 Roger Ban­ 
nister came along and actually 
broke the four minute mile 
barrier by running the mile in 
three minutes and 59 seconds. It 
\^s the century’s major sports 
miracle. 
What happened next? T o the 
astonishment of the sports 
world, Bannister's feat was 
followed by one track star after 
another. It was as though the 
mere knowledge that the mile 
really could be run in less than 
four minutes that somehow 
provided the additional 
physiological capacity to achieve 
this feat. 


soon find ourselves wondering 
what might happen if people 
everywhere told themselves that 
they were going to live to be 150. 
We might publicize those few 
remarkable examples of longevi­ 
ty which exist, such as the 
woman in England who is 115, 
the man in Peru who is 120, and 
a man in Russia, reported to be 
1^ years old. We should then 
launch a crusade informing peo­ 
ple that real evidence exists that 
humans can live a half century 
beyond three score and ten. 
If people adopted this id^ 
and began programming their 
thinking to embrace the concept 
of living to an age such as 15W it 
seems plausible that some 
critical ingredient in the body 
chemistry might take over and 


give the individual the necessary 
components to achieve this 
desire.

What do various physicians 
say? Says R. Roy M. Hamlin of 
the United States Veterans 
Hospital at Danville, HI, “peo­ 
ple seem to live for as long as 
they feel needed. T he utility 
ceiling set by a given culture 
may determine the age of 
death.” 


And says Dr. W. E . 
Stonebraker of Seattle, Wash., 
"If people are programmed to 
believe they will live long, and if 
in the process they are kept busy 
and feel needed and useful, they 
may well survive long beyond 
present expectations.”

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Ducks On The Platte 


Despite the sudden three-foot rise in the Platte River 
that forced many sportsmen to move their blinds before 
they were able to hunt, several sportsmen reported 
success. 


“ We didn’t get any mallards,” George Malley of IJn- 
coln says, ‘‘but we did manage to get our limit. 


“Of course, the day was really conducive to duck hun­ 
ting,” the 24-year-old insurance salesman says. "It was 
really foggy early in the morning so they couldn't spot the 
blind. It I the blind) wasn’t in a very good place, but it was 
the only place left to us after the water came up,” 
Malley said he and his hunting partners were highly 
skeptical about getting any birds as they were forced to 
move the blind to a small knoll that overlooked the river 
from a height of "about six feet.” 


“ In reality, we stuck out like a sore thumb,” he says. 
“ If the day had been anything but foggy, we wouldn’t 
have bagged a thing. But, as it was, the weather was just 
right. 


"The birds would come out of the fog and then dis­ 
appear ba<*k in it I’d give a couple of squawks on the 
caller and they’d wheel back in, but this time a little 
lower,” he explains. "That’s when we’d shoot. Still, we 
missed quite a few because they'd disappear in that fog 
real fast once we shot” 
In contrasting a later hunting day, Malley proved his 
point 


“ We went hack out later in the week and didn’t get 
anything, he says. That wasn’t a bad day, but it wasn’t 
really a ‘ducking* day. Karly morning would find them 
flying low, hut they’d see our blind and veer off. 


‘if we would’ve been in our original position, we 
might've had a few shots.” he says "The old position 
wasn’t «‘xposed at all — well-hidden in some rushes — 
and bleniUsl right in 
"1 know we would’ve had a few more shots bt'cau.se 
they wheeled right over the spot where our blind had 
been.” he says. 


Malley , however, says that as tar as his hunting place 
was concerned, a warning system wouldn’t have done him 
much good. 


"Oh. I suppose you could blame part of our luck on 
the fact that no one* was told that the level of the river was 
going to come up, but we only leased a hundred yards of 
river front. >o knowing about it wouldn’t have helped our 
blind-building at all.” he .says "VVe still would’ve had to 
build in tlu* same spot we did 
"Of cour.se.” he reflects, "we might’ve been able to 
talk the farmer into letting us build a little further down 
the line, but I doubt it. We picked the spot and he 
probably made other arrangements for the rest.” 


But Malley still says that a warning system should be 
inaugurated by some agency to warn about the possible 
rising ot the river.

Since it’s all 
over, there’s no reason I can’t 
say it. 
"It will have no effect on the 
team,” Green added. "Most of 
us knew it was coming three or 
four weeks ago.” 
Rumors had persisted for a 
day that Williams would leave 
the 
A ’s. 
He 
has 
been 
prominently mentioned for the 
vacant New York Yankees’ 
managerial job. 
Williams has denied cate­ 
gorically that he told the .squad 
he is quitting or that he is going 
to the Yanks. 
“ I haven’t talked to them. 
They haven’t talked to me,” he 
said. "Right now I am the 
manager ot the Oakland A’s and 
that’s It. Next year is next year.”

State Patrolmen Call State's Pay Plan Unfair To Some 


By IM)N WALTON

Npttraska State Patrol 
trooopers Wednesday told a 
legislative committee that 
application of the state’s pay 
plan has betm unfair to some of­ 
ficers 
A trooper with eight years of 
i’xp<*rience may be salaried at 
the same Iwel as a patrolman 
with one year of experience, the 


committee was informed 
In fact, representatives of the 
State Troopers Association of 
Nebraska said, more than 66"'^. of 
the state’s patrolmen are only at 
the second step of a seven-step 
pay program for troopers 
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for 


Those troopers — Vhl of the 
229 — are salaried at $818 a 
month for a 50-hour work week. 


The beginning wage 
trwipers is $779 a month. 
Nearly 20'y of the patrolmen 
are at Step 8, or $859 a month, 
while lO'f are salaried one step 
higher at $58)2 
Less than 2% are rited at each 
of the following two steps, which 
pay $947 and $994 a month, 
respectively No troopeR have 
reached the seventh step, or $1,- 
044 a month 


Troopers said they did not 
know that the pay plan, 
proposed by the Exon ad­ 
ministration and enacted by the 
1978 Legislature, did not 
recognize past service 


The association rei’ommended 
to members of the Labor Com­ 
mittee an annual advance in pay 
based, in part, on years of ser­ 
vice; annual cost of living raises; 
reinstitution of trooper expense 
vouchers, and a reduction of the 
patrolman’s work week from 50 
to 40 hours 


Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln 
said the relatively “ low turnover 
rate” among patrolmen in- 


dilates to him that salaries are 
not the major problem. 


Fringe benefits and the 50- 
hour week are the patrolman s 
most pressing problems, he said 
Option Suggested 
(’om m ittee

.some administrative adjustment 
of salaries for troopi’rs with ac­ 
cumulated yeaR of .service, an 
option open to them 
But the committee spurned 
Sen Ralph Kellys motion to

Only Barnett voted with Kelly 
on a 2-4 vote.

Dr. Gary Hergen rader of the 
I ’n iverslty of Nebraska will use 
part of the con tributed fun ds to 


study effects of the plan ts* 
operation on larval fishes. When 
fish are youn g, they can be 
sucked in to condensers and dis­ 
charged with the heated water. 


The GPC has established two

Tuesday, at the end of his first 
day back on the job at the 
Nebraska Dt'partment of R oads, 
liichard Kiernan tendered his 
resignation effective Oct. 30. 


Kiernan, who argued in three 
different courtrooms in the last 
25 months that State Engineer 
Thomas Doyle was unjustified in 
firing him and finally won, told 
The Star Wednesday that he has 
accepted a better-paying job. 


Kiernan reportedly has been 
teaching civil engineering at 
Western Iowa Community 
College in Council Bluffs since 
Aug, 27. 
He said he did not feel that his 
resignation was in any way 
defeating the purpose of his 
drawn-out legal battle with the 
state. 
“ The reason I came back was 
to carr>’ out the decision and to 
carry out the principle (of free 
speech) for myself and the 
Nebraska .Association of Public 
Employes. 
“ We started out to show that 
there was nothing wrong with an 
employe exercising his right of 
free speech, and Judge (Warren) 
Crbom agret'd ” 
Doug Marti, NAPE attorney 


who handled the case, said 
regardless of Kiernan s resigna­ 
tion, “ We proved our principle 


“ If we had dropped the case 
and let Doyle get awa> with it, 
employes feared there would've 
been wholesale firings.” 


It would have been unpleasant 
for Kiernan to remain at the 
R oads Department, Marti said 
Kiernan never intended to stay if 
reinstated, he said 
Kiernan was fired for remarks 
he made questioning Doyles 
qualifications for the top job at 
the R oads Department. Kiernan 
maintained he was exercising his 
right of free speech, and Doyle 
contended Kiernan was insubor­ 
dinate and fired him. 


L’.S. District Judge Warren 
I'rbom ordered Kiernan rehired 
with $1,700 in lost wages and in­ 
terest from the time he left the 
NAPE payroll on Aug. 9. 


Kiernan said he was not 
leaving because of any pressure 
exerted on him since returning 
Doyle had no comment on 
Kiernan’s departure other than 
to say that he had been rehired 
in complaince with the court 
order.
